In order not to faco what was inovt table, I oerely left when it wao not necessary for 
mo to be in the hall* 

I was generally awaro that Skolnich was bachriouthiiit; oe* I liad warned Bud long in 
advance of the p-“>t9ntial. Tlien I learned tliat Ills storratroopers had pulled a heist, I 
was noarl:^ when tlie table was turned on the wonon, Beglniilng GatuoTday morning I h-ard 
of the htreats of violence. Then I heard of wliat could hapi^cn if they were not cut in. 
So, when I got the first r^iport of wliat was transpiring, I felt that while I could have 
put him down and exposed him fairly tlioroughly, I also felt that the slightest move in 
that direotiou would iiavo trlgb^x^d real violence, so I stayed out in the hall, talking 
to Jennie mid utliers* I still don't know wliat he said except tiiat I €im so/ue kind of 
ClAwiageut. Tliat bothers me little, but tliit> kind of ^^azism addled to his very bad 
record of doing notliing but hurting us and closing off avenues of legitimate inqpiry 
and never onco doing anything good do give na pause. I liave quite a file on him, quite 
aside from what he stole from me and misused. Whether he is no cjoro tlian dangerously 
sick, I wonder if the time has not cone to expose him. I can and I an willing. 

Which leads me back to Jennie* 

She sosned genuine enough, concemed and edneero, so as I do with all tiiose who 
to me are young, I spent sone time with her* Including at supper Saturday night, after 
which I returned home. I was concerned for her, a woman in a strange town, wiien she 
appeared to have neither a place to stay nor lu(2];age of any kind. I offered her a pad 
with us but I Lsadc it clear I could not drive her hack to Washington in the morning. 
Whil»5 her story of lier accoiiodatioiis wasx not entirely coherent and consistent, I 
accepted it. I delivered her to a place to which she did have a key, waited until she 
signalled me and tlien went home. 

She indicated she has a special relationship with the editor of Tlie lieal People, 
that she tliou^t ho could be interested in a few stories, that he could pay enough 
to justify the tiiae, and that she would come here today after calling him yesterday* 

I have heard nothing from her. 

As she loiew, 1*11 bo awey tomoi'TOif. And no;*; that this interruptioa is over, there 
is WTk to which I must return, intensively. 

If you know thas editor and if you think lia could be interested in some solid 
stories, I would like to hear frouliim* I don't know his name or the aduresa of the 
paper. Jentiie can give him an idea of what is posLsible. Each of the stories I discussed 
with her can bo Illuminated with documents I have, all unpuboished. 

It is unfortunate that when tliere are means for accomplishing some good they are 
nover used for good and generally wind up as still another assault on the responsibility 
and integrity of tho few who seek to do meaningful work. From my knov/ledge of those 
who uero on tho program I kno;/ tliat nothing new, indeed notliing of value, hap;:ened. I 
stayed away not to feel inj^lled to say anything. The tragedy is that so many people 
of the best intent, so many who on nil other subjects are so decent, on this are 
raving maniacs who are completely without the cajiacity of leoriilng fit>m endless and 
repeated mistakes. If tliia pai:t weekend does not sot uc back further it v/ill be a 
miracle. Too bad*
